The  committee  of  management  beg  to  present  their  38th 
annual  report  to  the  subscribers  and  donors  of  the  Malmesbury 
and  District  Cottage  Hospital  and  Maternity  Home. 

ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

The  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  past  year  was 
251,  an  increase  of  22  over  the  previous  year,  and  constitutes  a 
record.  Of  this  number  84  were  men,  of  these  one  was  a 
pensioner,  135  women,  and  32  children.  50  were  private 
patients,  an  increase  of  three  over  the  previous  year;  25  were 
midwifery  patients.

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OPERATIONS. 

Major  88,  minor  91  (including  8  tonsils  and  adenoids  for 
Wilts  County  Council)  Total  179. 

CASES  TREATED. 

During  the  year  there  were  cured  187,  relieved  17,  conditions 
unchanged  7,  transferred  elsewhere  10  ;  died  10,  remaining  in 
hospital  20;  total,  251. 

The  number  of  days’  maintenance  of  patients  in  the  Private 
Wards  was  679  and  General  Wards  6184  a  total  of  6,863.  The 
average  number  of  days’  duration  of  each  case  was  27.34. 
Number  of  beds  occupied  daily  18.8.  The  average  cost 
of  each  patient  per  week  was  £2/3/3. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

The  out-patients  who  received  treatment  during  the  year 
were  145  ;  attendances  2,292.  Massage  patients  26,  attendances 
465.  Total  number  of  out-patients  171  and  of  attendances 
2,757. 

DISTRICT  WORK  BY  NURSE  H1SCOCKS. 

Visits  to  schools,  116;  children’s  homes,  172;  ante-natal 
visits,  58  ;  health  visits,  268  ;  maternity  and  midwifery  cases, 
36;  and  visits  to  these,  565  ;  general'  cases  110,  and  visits  to 
these  1,600  ;  total  number  of  district  visits,  2,779. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Hospital  managers  held  on  the  13th 
April  Dr.  Hubert  Nicholls  was  appointed  a  member  of  the 
honorary  medical  staff,  Mr.  C.  Bradshaw  was  appointed  assistant 
secretary,  and  Mr.  W.  McClure  was  appointed  hon.  auditor  in 
the  place  of  Mr.  Bradshaw ;  all  three  appointments  were 
made  for  the  remainder  of  the  Hospital  year. 

The  death  of  Mr.  J.  L.  Maitland-Govan  took  place  on  the 
9th  of  July;  Mr.  D.  M.  O’Connor,  F.R.C.S.f.  succeeded  to  the 
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practice,  and  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Hospital  managers  held 
on  the  30th  August  he  was  unanimously  elected  a  member  of 
the  honorary  medical  staff  for  the  remainder  of  the  Hospital 
year. 


SUBSCRIBERS’  AND  DONORS’  MEETING. 

This  meeting  was  very  well  attended,  and  added  largely  to 
the  list  of  Hospital  subscribers. 

ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

A  fire  escape,  in  the  form  of  an  iron  staircase  with  platform, 
has  been  erected  on  the  top  floor  of  the  north  wing  of  the 
Hospital,  at  a  cost  of  £42.  The  pine-wood  work  of  Nurse 
Hiscocks’  cottage  has  been  stuccoed  over  to  prevent  damp.  A 
considerable  number  of  surgical  instruments  and  requirements 
have  been  purchased, and  the  linen  has  been  partially  replenished 

GENERAL  FINANCES. 

The  receipts  for  the  year  amounted  to  £2,310/2/7,  and  the 
expenditure  to  £2,515/15/8,  a  credit  balance  of  £132/8/10  was 
brought  forward  from  1926,  and  there  is  a  debit  balance  of 
£73/4/3  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

BUILDING  FUND. 

The  amount  now  required  to  wipe  off  the  debt  on  the 
purchase  and  establishment  of  the  Manor  House  premises  as 
the  Cottage  Hospital  is  £73 T/'  1 8/1 . 

GIFTS  TO  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  gifts  bestowed  on  the 
Hospital  during  the  past  year  :  “  Pound  Day  ” — 1,177  pounds  of 
groceries,  205  pounds  of  potatoes,  and  684  eggs.

Major  Hunloke,  and  many  presents  at  Christmas  for  the  staff 
and  patients.

These  amounted  to  £991/2/3  a  decrease  of  £21/17  6  on  the 
previous  year.  There  was  no  Bazaar  in  1927  which  the  previous 
year  realized  £240.

LEGACIES. 

Among  the  benefactions  which  have  been  received  during 
the  past  year  first  place  must  be  given  to  the  magnificent 
bequest  of  the  late  Miss  Christiana  Hutt,  of  Crudwell,  under 
whose  will  her  residuary  estate  is  bequeathed  for  the  benefit  of 
poor  persons  in  the  Malmesbury  Cottage  Hospital.  The  amount 
now  is  £2,526,  the  immediate  benefit  of  which  accrues,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  an  annuity  a  further  sum  of  £1,700  Consols 
will  also  accrue  to  the  charity,  the  income  of  which  will  be 
received  through  the  Charitv  Commissioners  and  administered 
for  the  benefit  of  a  poor  patient  nominated  in  accordance  with 
the  scheme  which  will  be  published  in  due  course. 

A  legacy  of  £500  was  bequeathed  to  the  Malmesbury 
Cottage  Hospital  by  the  late  Lieut.  Colonel  A.  T.  Miller,  and 
was  applied  for  the  reduction  on  the  overdraft  on  the  building 
fund. 

A  legacy  of  £100  was  bequeathed  bv  the  late  Mr.  Albert 
Vines,  of  Hullavington,  to  the  Malmesbury  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  committee  thankfully  acknowledge  these  welcome 
bequests,  and  gratefully  appreciate  the  sympathy  shown  with 
their  work,  and  the  approval  of  their  management  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  evinced  by  the  donors. 

THANKS. 

The  committee  tender  their  sincere  thanks  to  their 
chairman,  hon.  treasurer,  hon.  secretary,  and  the  hon.  medical 
staff  for  their  devoted  and  untiring  work  for  the  Hospital  and 
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its  welfare  ;  to  the  Hospital  collectors  ;  to  Mr.  Basevi  (for  cinema 
shows  which  he  has  kindly  given  to  the  patients),  to  the  Rev. 
Milnes-Walker  (who  has  conducted  the  services  in  the  wards 
throughout  the  year),  to  Mrs.  Harry  Hinwood  (who  has  played 
at  these  services),  also  to  the  clergy  and  ministers  who  have 
visited  the  patients  in  the  wards. 

To  their  Matron  (Miss  Hesketh)  the  committee  gratefully 
acknowledge  their  indebtedness  for  her  work  in  all  capacities 
during  the  past  year  ;  her  duties  are  ever  increasing,  and 
comprise  the  domestic  supervision  of  the  Hospital,  the  training 
of  her  probationers,  her  medical  and  surgical  nursing,  and  the 
responsibility  of  the  care  of  all  her  patients,  all  of  which  she 
has  carried  out  most  efficiently,  loyally,  and  faithfully. 

To  Sister  Killen,  Sister  Cottle,  Nurse  Hiscocks,  and  all 
members  of  the  nursing  staff  the  committee  desire  to  express 
their  warm  appreciation  of  their  work. 

The  weekly  list  in  the  local  papers  records  the  constant 
thought  and  kind  gifts  of  friends  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  thanks 
of  the  committee  are  accorded  to  the  editors  of  those  papers 
for  publishing  the  reports  free  of  charge. 

The  working  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  1927  has  been 
one  of  happy  united  effort  for  the  good  of  its  inmates,  and  the 
testimonies  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  so  constantly  received 
by  the  Matron  and  the  committee  bear  witness  that  the  Hospital 
confers  all  the  benefits  it  so  desires  to  do  on  those  needing  its 
ministrations. 
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RULES  FOR  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL 

1— This  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  accommodation,  in 
case  of  severe  illness  or  accident,  of  the  poor  of  the  Borough  of 
Malmesbury  and  the  Parishes  comprising  the  Rural  Sanitary 
District  only,  but  in  very  exceptional  cases  patients  living  at 
Upper  and  Lower  Stanton,  Seagry  and  Shipton  Moyne  may  be 
admitted  To  the  Hospital,  when  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff 
is  desirous  of  following  up  his  case,  at  a  minimum  charge  of 
15/0  a  week. 

2  — Patients  afflicted  with  unsound  mind,  epilepsy,  enteric, 
infectious  and  contagious  or  incurable  disease  shall  NOT 
be  admitted  into  the  Hospital. 

3 — Patients  will  be  received  on  payment  of  a  weekly  sum, 
the  amount  of  which,  dependent  on  their  circumstances,  shall 
be  fixed  by  the  House  Committee,  the  minimum  payment  being 
1/6  a  day  for  uninsured  persons. 

Domestic  servants  will  be  charged  a  minimun  of  12/6  a 
week.  Insured  persons  will  also  be  charged  12/6  a  week,  subject 
to  revision  of  any  special  case  by  the  House  Committee.  All 
these  fees  must  be  paid  weekly. 

Patients  will  not  be  charged  for  Medical  or  Surgical  Attend¬ 
ance  in  the  general  wards,  with  the  exception  of  those  remain¬ 
ing  in  Hospital  less  than  24  hours  for  which  a  fee  may  be  charged 

4 —  Previous  to  the  admission  of  any  patient,  the  necessary 
form  must  in  all  cases  be  submitted  to  the  Matron,  who  will 
inform  the  surgeon  whether  there  is  a  vacant  bed  and  when  the 
patient  can  be  received.  In  the  event  of  accident  or  emergency, 
the  patient  will  be  at  once  admitted  into  the  Hospital,  but  a 
letter  of  recommendation,  with  a  guarantee  of  payment,  must 
be  obtained  afterwards. 

5 —  There  are  four  private  wards  in  the  Hospital  to  which 
patients  will  be  admitted  on  payment  of  5  guineas  a  week,  and 
who  must  sign  the  guarantee  form  hereto  annexed. 

6 —  No  medical  practitioner  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
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or  Maternity  Home  to  attend  a  patient  unless  he  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Medical  staff,  except  by  permission  of  the 
House  Committee. 

7—  No  operation  involving  a  general  anaesthetic,  except  in 
a  case  of  grave  emergency,  shall  be  performed  without  the 
presence  of  a  second  medical  man  to  administer  the  anaesthetic. 

8—  The  domestic  arrangments  shall  be  under  the  Manage¬ 
ment  and  supervision  of  the  House  Committee  of  the  Malmes¬ 
bury  Hospital. 

9 —  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and 
patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Matron. 

10 —  As  the  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital  must  be 
raised  by  voluntary  contributions,  a  statement  of  income  and 
expenditure  will  be  printed  once  a  year  and  sent  to  Subscribers. 

11 —  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  recommend  one  case 
annually  for  admission  for  each  guinea  they  subscribe,  and  all 
Clergymen  and  other  Ministers  who  have  a  collection  in  Church 
or  Chapel  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  subscribers  for  the 
current  year. 

12—  Patients  occupying  a  private  ward  in  the  Hospital  will 
be  charged  5  guineas  a  week,  and  can  in  no  case  be  transferred 
to  a  general  ward  without  the  approval  of  the  House  Committee. 
This  will  not  include  medical  attendance  nor  the  service  of  a 
special  nurse  if  one  should  be  required.  This  Rule,  as  also 
Rule  5,  is  subject  to  revision  by  the  House  Committee. 

13 —  Each  patient  must  have  a  change  of  linen,  and,  where 
practicable,  make  provision  for  washing  the  same. 

14—  No  patient  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital 
more  than  four  weeks  without  a  fresh  letter  of  recommendation, 
or  a  special  order  of  the  House  Committee. 
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15 —  In  order  as  far  as  possible  to  give  the  Staff  a  day  of 
rest  during  the  week,  no  operation  shall  take  place  in  the 
Hospital  on  Sunday,  and  no  cases  shall  be  admitted  into  the 
Hospital  on  that  day,  except  in  cases  of  extreme  urgency. 

16—  Admission  for  visitors  from  2  till  4  on  Wednesdays 
and  Sundays.  In  serious  cases,  relatives  may  be  admitted  at 
any  time  by  consent  of  the  Matron.  No  patient  to  receive 
more  than  three  visitors  at  a  time. 

17.  — No  attention  will  be  paid  to  any  complaint,  except  it 
be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary. 


RULES  FOR  MATERNITY  HOME 

1 — This  Home  is  for  the  accommodation  of  maternity 
cases  in  the  Borough  of  Malmesbury  and  the  Rural  District. 
Cases  from  outside  this  district  can  be  admitted  at  a  higher  fee, 
excepting  those  sent  by  the  County  Council. 

2  -Patients  in  the  general  wards  may  choose  and  be 
attended  by  any  Doctor  on  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital, 
in  which  case  they  will  be  required  to  pay  his  fee,  otherwise 
they  will  be  attended  by  the  midwife. 

3 —  There  are  four  beds  in  the  general  ward,  to  which 

patients  can  be  admitted  at  a  minimum  fee  of  £1  10s.  per 

week. 

There  is  one  private  ward  to  which  a  patient  may  be 
admitted  on  payment  of  5  guineas  per  week,  but  all  fees,  both 
for  the  general  or  private  wards,  are  subject  to  revision  by  the 
House  Committee. 

4—  Each  patient  must  provide  herself  with  sufficient  linen 
for  herself  and  infant.  She  must  also  arrange  for  her  laundry. 

5 —  A  subscriber’s  letter  is  necessary  for  each  patient 
admitted  to  the  general  ward,  unless  she  be  a  Countv  Council 
patient. 

6 —  Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Home,  and 
patients  may  not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source 
without  the  sanction  of  the  Matron. 
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7~ Patients’  friends  may  visit  them  any  afternoon 
between  2-30  and  3-30  p.m.,  subject  to  the  Matron’s 
permission. 

8  — Unmarried  mothers  may  be  admitted  to  a  separate 
ward  for  their  first  confinement,  provided  there  is  room. 

9  — All  patients  wishing  to  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity 
Home  must  interview  the  Matron. 


RULES  FOR  THE  DISTRICT  NURSE 

1  —  The  Nurse  shall  reside  in  a  house  provided  by  the 
Hospital  Committee.  She  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the 
Matron,  and  all  applications  for  her  services  must  be  made  to 
the  Matron,  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

2 —  The  Nurse  shall  work  under  the  Medical  Men  of  the 
town,  and  shall  not  attend  cases  except  under  their  orders  or 
supervision,  with  the  exception  of  cases  of  midwifery,  School 
Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  subject  to  her  contract  with  the 
County  Council. 

3—  There  will  be  no  charge  to  those  receiving  parochial 
relief  or  old-age  pension.  To  the  poor  of  the  district  a  charge 
of  6d.  per  visit  is  made.  In  all  cases  the  payments  must  be 
made  to  the  Nurse  as  she  leaves  the  house,  who  will  account 
for  it  in  her  record  book  to  the  Matron. 

4 —  The  limit  to  the  Nurse’s  engagement  to  a  patient  to  be 
decided  by  the  Matron  and  medical  man  in  attendance. 

5 —  The  Nurse  shall  not  attead  any  infectious  or  contagious 
diseases. 

6—  In  cases  of  emergency,  the  Nurse  (if  disengaged)  may 
be  summoned  to  attend  a  case  by  the  medical  man  in  charge,  at 
a  higher  payment,  viz.  :  l/O  per  visit  to  tradesmen  in  the  town, 
and  2/6  per  visit  to  families  residing  in  the  town  and  neighbour¬ 
hood  who  occasionally  require  the  Nurse’s  services. 
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7—  That  the  Nurse  keep  a  book  and  record  her  visits  and 
attendances,  with  payments,  &c.,  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  House  Committee  for  their  inspection  when  required. 

8 —  When  the  Nurse’s  engagement  is  out  of  the  Borough  of 
Malmesbury,  she  shall  be  conveyed  to  and  brought  back  from 
the  patient’s  house  at  the  patient’s  expense. 

9 —  The  Nurse  shall  not  interfere  with  the  religious 
opinions  of  anyone  under  her  care. 


Extra  Rules  for  Maternity  Cases. 

(a)  Subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board 
and  the  local  supervising  Authority  the  Nurse  shall  be  available 
to  attend  confinements  in  cases  for  the  poor  sanctioned  by  the 
House  Committee,  or  when  not  other  vise  engaged,  she  may,  as 
a  Maternity  Nurse,  assist  the  Medical  Men  of  the  town  under 
their  direction. 

(b)  All  names  to  be  given  to  the  Matron  three  months 
before  the  confinement  is  expected.  Payments  to  be  decided 
by  the  House  Committee. 

(c)  Fees,  which  will  be  fixed  by  the  House  Committee, 
will  be  charged  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  patient, 
and  must  be  paid  to  the  Nurse  as  she  leaves  the  house,  and  she 
will  account  for  them  in  her  record  book  to  the  Matron. 

(d)  The  Nurse  is  not  to  attend  cases  outside  a  three  mile 
radius  of  Malmesbury  except  with  the  permission  of  the  House 
Committee.
